A Moscow View on the 
Future 


Poland will stif} have a considerable Jewish popu- 
lation, in spite of the appalling slaughter of Jews, 
which has inflicted irreparable losses on Polish 
Jewry, said one of the leaders of the Underground 
Movement in Poland (a non-Jew), now on a visit 
to the Soviet Union, in the course of an mterview 
he gave to the Jewish Soviet Press Agency in 
Moscow. 

Many Jewish families, he believes, will reappear 
from the forests, where they are now in hiding, and 
many thousands of Jewish workers will return from 
Soviet Russia. and will have an opportunity of 
establishing a decent existence for themselves. The 
overwhelming majority of them are now produc- 
tyve workers, and have learned new trades, which 
will be of the greatest help in restoring Poland's 
ruined economic life. 

The leaders of the future Poland, he said, will 
follow the example of those great democratic coun- 
tries where Jews enjoy full equality of rights. The 
Polish people want to be part of a world demo- 
cracy, and will have nothing to do with the anti- 
Semiies who have been so prominent in Polish 
affairs, and to some extent still are in the émigré 
Ceovernment., 


In The Underground Movement 


ASked if there were any Jewish parties in the 
Underground Mevement in Poland. and what were 
their relations to each other, and thew connection 
with the movement among the Poles, the under- 
ground leader 

“TIT cannot give you a detailed answer, but ft can 
give some general information. I myself was in con- 
tact for some time with the leader of P.P.R., the 
Polish Workers’ Party, in the Ghetto, a heroic 
woman known as Natka. This section co-operated 
with the Poale Zion and a number of Zionist youth 
organisations, like Hashomer Hatzair and Hecha- 
lutz. it was thts combination of workers’ groups 
which decided on the plans which led to the heroic 
rising in the Warsaw Ghetto. 

* In addition to the active workers in the Jewish 
section of the P.P.R. my friends maintained contact 
dering the Warsaw Ghetto rising with the represen- 
tatives of the Jewish National Council. These lived 
outside the Ghetto walls, in the non-Jewish Polish 
district. They had documents describing them as 
Chrisuans, supplied by representatives of the Polish 
Government in London. But that was the only assis- 
tance the Jews had from their representatives. 

“ Active help was given by our People’s Guard. 
When the Germans mounted guns on Krasinski 
Square, and near the Danzig station, and began to 
sell the Ghetto, our men prevented German access 
40 their artitery, and impeded their movement of 
fresh forces. Our men also fired on the German 
gunnes trom the rear,

TITO’S RIGHT-HAND MAN 
Pyade Saves Sifrei Torah 


Moshe ben Yehuda Pyade, the famous Jewish 
warrior, 5 Vice-President of the Yugoslav Govern- 
ment of Liberation and Marshal Tite’s right-hand 
man. One of the outstanding personalities of fight- 
ing Yugoslavia; his bravery, idealism, and love of 
freedom have earned for him the lasting admiration 
of his fellow-countrymen. 

_ In the course of the patriots’ war against the Nazi 
invader, Pyade and his men were able to save about 
SO ScroHs of the Torah from various Synagogues. 
An impressive ceremony, attended by Marshal Tito 
marked the handing over of these Scrolls to several 
Rabbis who had enlisted in the omg we army. During 
the cerembdny Pyade recalled the Serbian proverb: 
“ Every human being is my brother, and his creed 
ts dear to me.” 

_Pyade, relates a Serbian journalist, Milos Popo- 
vich, in the Sefardic weekly journal, Hep Hamiz- 
RacH, comes from a Sefardi family. 

While still a student at Belgrade Universiiy in 
1920, he formed the Left-wing Camp, and organised 
oe Left-wing opposition party, the Socialist

MINSK 


Woman Partisan’s Story 


Chassia Prusslina, a 43-year-old Jewish woman of 
Minsk, who returned to her native city after serv- 
ing for two years with a partisan group which oper- 
ated in the areca, was recently interviewed by Ray- 
mond Arthur Davies, an American journalist. 

Chassia is a red-haired Jewish-looking woman, 
with large cyes, an intelligent manner, and who talks 
animatedly with much gesticulation, writes Davies. 
She is a graduate of the White Russian State Univer- 
sity and took her B.A. degree in 1935. Her tather 
was a tailor and she was brought up in a working- 
class home. She became a lecturer in Russian his- 
tory, and held this position at the Minsk Medical 
Institute until the war, and was in the city when the 
Germans arrived. 

On November 7, 1941, the date having been 
specially chosen because it was the anniversary 
the Soviet Revolution, the Germans began thei 
campaign of exterminating the Jews. The first 
pogrom lasted all through that day and the next 
Thousands of Jews were killed. More than 18,000 
Jews were taken to Tuchinka, near Minsk, where

Some weeks ago a Jewish mother (a Mrs 
S——) was informed that her only child, 
Leslic, a trooper in a cavalry regiment who had 
been missing, was now “ known to have died 
whilst attempting to escape from the enemy. 
In inserting an announcement of the sad news 
in the press, the bereaved mother referred to 
her’son's death in the exact terms used by the 
authorities and quoted above. 

A few days after the announcement had 
appeared in the gencral press, the mother, 
whose name was obviously Jewish, reccived 
the following anonymous leties 

Oh ves Oh yes THE BEST JOKL 
OF THE WAR. A Jew “ trying” to 
escape ——— No, no, no, -con- 
scripted YID hasn't the guts. Leslie

they were kept for three days without food or water. 
Many died there or went insane. 

Chassia had a terrible personal. experience on the 
first day, when the Germans searched every house 
for children, old, sick and frail people, to kill. She 
and her neighbours hid in the cellar under her 
house. but her littl boy, aged cleven, was i!! in 
bed and could not be moved. She heard the Ger- 
mans moving about the house, probing every corner, 
and smashing the furniture. Shé heard her boy cal! 
out, “* Mother, mother, they are taking me away!” 
She heard him being dragged out of the house, and 
then the doors of the truck, in which he was taken 
away to his death, slammed. 

All this time she sat in the cellar, with tears 
streaming from her eyes, but she had to keep still, 
for had she made the slightest sound she would havc 
condemned to death all who were hiding with her. 

| don’t remember,”’ Chassia told Davies, how 
I lived through the next few days. Twelve days 
later we had the second pogrom. Twelve thousand 
Jews were killed this time. The third pogrom was 
on March 2, 1942, when the Germans murdered 
15,000 Jews, 

* But there were still Jews left. So on July 27, 
the Germans made a house-to-house raid, and killed 
every one whom they found at home, who was not 
working for them. This time all remaining chil- 
dreny and old and sick people were exterminated.’ 

The fourth and last pogrom took place in Novem- 
ber, 1943; Davies says. But Chassia did not know 
the details of this one, for by that time she was no 
longer in the city. 

“ The s not only killed Jews,” she went 
on. “ They killed as many White Russians and 
Russians as Jews. But the official extermination 
campaign was directed mst the Jews.

Jews on Hungary was communicated to 4 meeting of 
the Board of Deputies on Wednesday afternoon by 
their President, Professor S. Brodetsky, who referred 
briefly to a deputation representative of all sections 
of the Angilo-Jewish Community, of the Christian 


Churches. and of both Houses of Parlrament which 
had that afternoon waited upon the Forcign 
Secretary. Among the deputation, said Prof 


Brodetsky, whith included himself, was the Chie! 
Rabbi. the Archbishop of Canterbury, and Lord 
Perth, representing the Roman Catholw Archbishop 
of Westminster!

Rome and Jerusalem 


OME was spared by the Aliics: 
destroyed by the Romans. 
it is of little consequence really whether Titus, 

‘the delight of all mankind,” issued the 
for the Sanctuary to be burned, .or whether 
some “ Vandal " Roman soldier perpetrated the fell 
act of his own accord. For Emperor Hadrian 
completed the work of his predecessor: he passed 
the plow over the fair city of Zion, called by the 
Psalmist “ the joy of the whole earth,” and renamed 
the site Aclia Capitolina, 

It was a clement and civilised act to save Rome 
from destruction. But the continuing tragedy of the 
sack of Jerusalem, in comparison with which our 
modern Lidices seem to pale into imsignificance, 
still arouses little world concern. 

Continuing tragedy ...All the unspeakable 
horror of Israel's centuries of exile suffering flows 
from Tisha b’Av. Count the martyrs and the 
pogrom victims, the confiscations and the expul- 
sions; measure the torments of the Inquisition and 
the stifling ghetto shame; weigh up the blood and 
the tears and the unuttered anguish—aif you can— 
and you will know only a little of the guilt borne 
by that evil day, the Ninth of Av. ¢ human 
slaughterhouses of Lublin, the Warsaw ghetto, the 
White Paper, the Struma—all have a common tap- 
root, they spring from Rome's unforgivable crime, 
from Israel's homelessness, defencelessness, worki- 
wide minority status. it was no chance accident 
that Nazi Berlin and Fascist Rome formed, not so 
long ago, the ends of a military Axis. The spiritual 
relationship dated back to antiquity——-they were both 
harnessed to Hadrian's plow, linked to the Roman 
troopers fire-brand. 


USTICE, it has been said and oft repeated, 
indivisible. So too is jnyustice. It is a 
that has no respect for persons. On the day that 
the Jewish people lost its independence, the world 
as a whole suffered untold harm—its soul was 
grievously injured. Jewish mysticism tells of two 


Jerusalems : “a Jerusalem 


on high,” as well Se “a Jeru- 
salem below.” With the fall of the Jewish capital, 
the spiritual metropolis of mankind, a new evil, a 
new venomous hate, spread through the world. 
Kinot have been composed to express what this 
ift of Satan, called anti-Semitism, meant to the 
ews: but the genius who shall depict what a did 
to the nations who indulged it has not vet been 
born. Judophobia became the chosen weapon of 
every reactionary force. It served as the camouflage 
and smoke-screen of the powers of wickedness 
wherever they lurked. When at times the Church 
forgot its mission of love, Jew-baiting became its 
ally in the hateful cultivation of bigotry and perse- 
cution. When new idolatries were evolved, when 
the false and cruel gods of racialism began to be 
worshipped, the Aryan heresy found in antli- 
Semitism its up-to-date altar on which to offer fresh 
holocausts of human lives. The flood of Gre that 
has set our world ablaze to-day has been brought 
about, in no mean measure, we shall find—if we 
trace its origins far cnough—to the conflagration 
ignited in ancient Jerusalem. Evil Knows no 
boundaries; the wrong done to the Jew still bears 
its noxious fruit. 

But to dwell too long on the follies and iniquities 
of the past is a profitless and melancholy task. The 
study of history is of value only if its lessons guide 
us to build better in the future. How can we repair 
the damage wrought by the centuries, merging into 
millennia, of Jewish persecutiogg’—that ts the all- 
important question.

Jewish Officer's Letter From The Front 


The following letter, with its revealing picture of 
the ternfic difficulues which accom landings 
in Normandy in the carly days of invasion. has 
been received from a Jewish officer : 

‘How are you getting on among the doodle- 
bugs? The front line seems tame to the suspense 
and worry of London's grappling 24 hours a day 
with their grim lottery of death. I have learned 
to pray out here and thank God for the Jewish 
training which enabics me to submit to His will 
1 could not have written that a month ago but I 
feel un now.

“ We arrived off the coast of Normandy in a 
gale and could not land for five days.

The Children From Temon 


» The Mifal Lemaan Yaide Yisroci in London has 
meued a report of the Fund's Commiuttee in Palestine 
on its first years work. 

Among the. institutions described are the Mifal 
institution in Sichron Merr, at which there are 
35 children and where the aim is to Dring up Talmide 
Chachamim and Torah students: the Beth Jacob 
Girls’ institution in Jerusalem, where 36 girls.in the 
charge of the Mifai receive spiritual and vocational 
training : the Scfardi school m Magdiel, where 40 
children, mainly from Turkey and Syria, study for 
half the day and train in agricultural and craft 

rsuits during the other half of the day ; the San- 

dria institution; catering for 20 children under 
13 who have been transferred from other centres 
and whose cducation is conducted largely on Talmud 
Torah lines: the Chorev institution m Jerusalcm, 
which is an annexe for 20.chiidren, attached to the 


Chorev school set up by German Jewish mmmigrants ; 


and two centres for Aliyot Hanoar in the two kib- 
butzim, Chofetz Chaim in Gedera and Noar Agudati 
in Kfar Saba, which house 36 older children desiring 
a kibbutz life.

The last meer 
ing of the Polstical Committee had been addressed 
by Mr. Joseph Linton, who had spoken about 
the availabiiny of immigration certificates, the state- 
ment on Palestine by the Republican Party of 
Ameria, and the Government's statement about the 
possibiinty of the formation of a Jewish Brigade. 

Miss Grace Ansell ( Federation of Women Zionists)

Terezin a “ Paradise” for Jews 


The spontancous outcry in the neviral 
against the barbarous measures taken agains the 
lews of Hungary has not been without cficc: in 
Nazi quarters. Instead of the customary coniemp- 
tuous mdifference to external opmion or the wsuz! 
boasts about liquidating millions of Jews, the 
German Deputy Press Chief, Heimut Siindermanr., 
deah almost apologcetically with the treatment of the 
Jews at a press conference last week. His state- 
ment was broadcast by the German overstas radio.

Siindermann referred to a letter which he alicecd 
had been sent by Dr. Wemmann to the laic M:

Legal Problems and Difficulties 


The thorny problem of restoring Jewish pro- 
perty cither- confiscated under the Jew-laws or 
wansferred to non-Jews in anticipation of these 
measures in an attempt to evade confiscation, is 
now being studied in Algiers by the French Pro- 
visional Government. 

The problems facing the Government are typical 
of those that will arise in every area of Axis- 
occupied country as they are freed by the Allied 
armies. decisions taken may well set a pre- 
cedent for the whole of liberated Europe. 

One pian under considtration by the “ Com- 
mittee on Jewish property,” appointed by the Com- 
mittee of National Liberation, would divide. the 
former Jewish property into three categories: pro- 
perty which was sold before the exjension of the 
Jew-laws from France to Algiers, in anticipation of 
eventual confiscation : property which was sold after 
announcement that Jew-laws would be introduced 
in Algiers, but before the property had been taken 
over by the authorities: and, finally, property which 
was seized. by the Vichy admunistration and sold 
privately of at public auctions 


No Voluntary Disposal Of Property 

- The majority of the confiscated property falls into 
the last: category, since most Jews followed the 
advice of the Jewish Consistory and did not dispose 
of their property voluntarily, but retained posses- 
sion until i was expropriated hy the authorities. 
Under an order issued on April 3, 1943—following 
the abrogation of the Vichy anti-Jewish laws by 
General Henrt Giraud—Jewish owners of confis- 
cated property could reclaim possession within one 
month, after which it would be assumed that they 
did not wish to do so. Most of the Jews filed claims 
within the specified period, and their property was 
restored to them 

The difficulties’ that have now arisen concern 

rsons falling into the first and second categories. 
The majority of these people now claim that they 
sold their property under pressure and that, there- 
fore, they are entitled to have it restored on the 
same basis as that seized directly by the Vichy 
administration. 

To. support their claims, they point to the United 

Nations declaration specifying that all transactions 
made under enemy pressure are null and vond. 
Opposed to their claims isthe principle of French 
judicial procedure which holds that voluntary tran- 
sactions are valid. 
‘ Eminertt jurists have stated that the claims of 
persons in the second category are justified, but that 
those in the first category are untenable These 
judicial! authorities point out that the very announce- 
ment of anti-Jewrsh legislation constituted pressure, 
and transfers made after such an announcement 
should be nullihed, 

Besides the plan mentioned, the Provisional 
Government is studying other proposals on methods 
of restoring Jewish property. No final decision has 
been reached as yet.

“ By the beginning of 1942 some Jews began to 
operate with the partisans round Minsk. In April 
of that year my brother was caught by the Germans 
on a partisan reconnaissance and was hanged. 
Hangings became frequen after that, so frequent 
that they no longer excited any special attention. 

* The streets were littered with corpses. No one 
was allowed to bury them, ‘and they lay around till 
they began to rot. The murders did not stop till 
the very day of the Red Afmy’s entry into Minsk.” 

Chassia at first lived in the Ghetto, like the 
Others. Then she got in touch with some men who 
knew the way out of the Ghetto. She managed to 
obtain arms, drugs, and supplies all through the 
autumn of [941, 

Davies asked Chassia how she had done this. 

“ We searched the places where battles had: taken 
place,”’ she explained. “ We asked everybody living 
in the neighbourhood to tell us where they had 
buried guns and cartridges. Then we told the par- 
tisans how to get hold of the material. We also got 
paper for the partisan newspapers and leaflets, print- 
meg material, clothes, and shoes. All this was done 
from the Ghetto. 

“In April, 1942, I succeeded in obtaining forged 
documents, testifying that I was Russian. With 
these I obtained work as a charwoman at the Ger- 
man Staff Headquarters.

“ Tfie enemy net was by that time drawing close 
round the Minsk underground organisation, and 
when I found it was no longer possible to carry on 
with my work, I left the city (September, 1942), and 
pen a pee group at a small village in the 

opelsk district. 

“ At first I was a nurse; then I reported develop- 
ments in the partisan paper, served as a reconnais- 
sance scout, visiting other villages to spy on the 
enemy. I also took part in the fighting and had 
two narrow escapes from death. 

“On June 22, 1944, the partisans heard for the 
first time that the Red Army was drawing near 
Minsk. At that particular time the Germans were 
making a great effort to exterminate our partisan 
group. During the first twelve days of June Ger- 
man troops ruthlessly burned down whole villages, 
killing everyone they could find, poisoning wells 
and destroying wheat and rye fields. But most of 
the farmers had gone deep into the woods, where 
the Germans were afraid to follow. The Soviet 
advance went on all the time, and our district fell 
into the hands of the Red Army almost without a 
fight. As soon as the front advanced I came back 
to Minsk.’ That was on July 5 this year.

Polish Committee’s Manifesto 


The Polish National Committee of Liberation 
which, as was recently announced in Moscow. has 
been formed in Chelm to administer the liberated 
areas of Poland, has issued a manifesto in which it 
1s declared that Jews will be made secure in new and 
normal living conditions, and will be given cquality 
of nights, not only as a legal form, but im actual fact. 

Property confiscated by the Germans will be re- 
turned to its lawful owners, the manifesto adds. 

A well-known Jewish Parliamentarian. Dr. Emil 
Sommerstein, is a member of the National Com- 
mittee, and has been given the responsible task of 
directing the important department of War Repara- 
tions and Reconstruction. 


PARTIAL RETRIBUTION 


General von Stuclpnagel, commander of the 
German occupying forces in France, who was shot 
and seriously wounded by French patriots last 
Friday, ts a notorious Jew-baiter. [It was he who 
signed the decree in 1942 ordering all Jews over the 
age of six to wear a siX-pointed star bearing the 
word Jew.” 

He also ordered the shooting of 100 Jews and 
“ Communists " as a reprisal for attacks on German 
soldiers, and. levied a fine of 100,000,000 francs on 
Jews in the occupied zone. 

The mayor of a small French town in the Sarthe 
Department has been murdered because of his anti- 
Jewish attitude, the German radio has reported.

5,000 ORPHANS TO LEAVE FRANCE? 


Negotiations for the refease of 5,000 Jewish 
orphans from France are nearing a successful 
conclusion, Mr. Pinckney S. Tuck, United States 
Minister, told a delegation of the Political Bureau 
of the New Zionist Organrsation in Cairo. 

Mr. Tuck emphasised his readiness to co-operate 
in the work of saving Jews from the Balkan 
countries, especially from Bulgaria, in accordance 
with the directions of the American War Refugee 
Board. Recalling his efforts at the time when he 
was Charegé d Affaires in Vichy to obtain from 
Laval safe conduct for 5,000 Jewish orphans, Mr. 
Tuck said that negotiations were broken off when 
the United States severed diplomatic relations 
with the Vichy Government. These negotiations 
were later resumed by the Swiss Government and 
according to information he had just received from 
Geneva, were proceeding satisfactorily 


THE JEWS AGAIN! 


France at present is the prey to the wildest and 
most sensational rumours, which are invariabls 
attributed by those spreading them to the BBC. 
Jean Paquis, the notorious French quisling radio 
commentator, devoted his broadcast last week-end 
to the position and declared: 

“ The French Jews beyond the water,can rejoice. 
In four years they have achieved the maximum from 
the notorious intelligence of the masses. Every- 
thing will now work without their prompting.” 


VICHY ROBBERS 


Fifty truck-loads of confiscated Jewish furniture 
have been distributed in Paris during the past few 
weeks to people who have suffered from Alilicd air 
raids, the Paris radio reports. 

The broadcast: also stated that a proportion of 
furniture confiscated from Jews is to be assigned 
for distribution among Frenchmen who have lost 
ther movable property by bombing. 

The Vichy Government has raised to 20 per cent 
the original deduction of 10 per cent from Jewish 
property enher liquidated or under compulsory 
administration as a contribution towards the Jewish 
commissariat in France, This measure is retroactive 
and affects all Jewish property liquidated or placed 
under compulsory administration since 1941. 


HEBREW CHAIR FOR ALGIERS? 


A movement is on foot to establish a Hebrew 
Chair at the University of Algiers. Wide support 
has been forthcoming im_ university quarters, and it 
is anticipated that the Hebrew University in Jeri- 
salem will be invited to assist in making the necessary 
arrangements. 


JEWS AND CHRISTIANS 
| Plans For Post-War Conference 


The initial step towards a world meeting of nationa! 
organisations of Christians and Jews soon after the 
end of the war was taken at the semi-annual mecting 
of trustees of the National Conference of Christians 
and Jews, Inc., in New York last week. 

This conference would symbolise the collective 
desire of religious and educational leaders to deal 
effectively and constructively with inter-group 
relations, according to President George N. Shaster, 
of Hunter College, Rabbi Israel Goldstein, President 
of the Synagogue Council of America, and Dr. 
Henry S. Leiper, Secretary, World Council of 
Churches, who presented the report recommending 
the calling of the conference. 

Discussing the problem of intolerance in America, 
the meeting declared that despite occasional flare- 
ups of anti-Semitismi in the country, relations 
between the three largest religious groups were im- 
proving to an extent where tolerance was becoming 
a characteristic feature of American social life. 

Dr. Everett R. Clinchy, President of the Con- 
ference, said that there was more anti-Jewish, anti- 
Catholic, and anti-Protestant talk than before the 
war, but asserted that this might mean only a grow- 
ing awareness of intolerance rather than a mani- 
festation of it. He attributed anti-denominational 
talk to four causes: latent prejudices in all groups. 
unethical or ili-mannered behaviour by conspicuous 
members of each group, Nazi indocirination, and 

* the abrogation of normal restraint and decencies 
that accompanies every calamity.

Fadeks Confused

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| PALESTINE IN THE 
NEW WORLD 


THE appointment, first foreshadowed in the press in these 
columns, of Lord Gort to the office of High Commissioner 
for Palestine has now been officially announced. It con- 
tinues. as has been noted, the process under which 
occupants of the post have been drawn alternately from 
the military and crvilian ranks. While this alternation has 
been in all probability accidental and of no particular 
significance, the qualities of character possessed by each 
incumbent of the post have been of the first importance. 
In the case of Lord Gort, his courage and devotion to duty 
have impressed themselves upon the minds of all who have 
studied his distinguished career. In the very great public 
responsibilities which he now assumes, he will carry with 
him to Palestine the warmest good wishes of Jews through- 
out the world, and assuredly he will have the sincere good 
will of our fellow-Jews in the Yishuv. 

In its wider significance, the selection of a person of Lord 
Gort's calibre for the office is welcome, since it would seem 
to indicate a recognition of the great importance of 
Palestine, an importance utterly disproportionate to its 
area and population, and the need for fresh minds and 
outlooks on its problems. It is to be hoped that it reflects 
a realisation that the Palestine High Commissionership is 
something of mich greater consequence than just one of 
the many functions of the Colonial Service, to be carried 
out according to the uninspired routine of a Government 
Department of notoriously circumscribed views. stultified 
by preoccupation withmahy and scattered colonial terri- 
tories. If so, then it lends a brighter aspect to the political 
obscurity that now broods over the Palestine scene. 

Meanwhile, there is a widespread belief that somewhere 
in the more accessible filing cabinets of the Colonial Office 
there reposes a cut-and-dried plan for Palestine’s immediate 
future. In the light of that Department's past records wm 
connection with Eretz Yisrael, the fears and misgiving this 
belief has aroused in Jewish quarters are not hard to under- 
stand and must be plainly registered. Everyone knows the 
tactical advantage which the Departmental officials always 


enjoy in such matters. They are “ inside the palace ™ all - 


the time, they are the implements on which the politicians 
must rely, and«they can always tactfully remind any 
demurring Minister: “ It is we who have to carry on.” The 
official influence over a weak or harassed Government, or 
on an inexperienced Colonial Secretary, can Scarcely be 
exaggerated, and the civil servant's conscientious faith in 
his own ability and his merited pride in his devotion to 
duty only make him the more formidable. 

Faced with such grave probabilities, it is more than ever 
imperative to remind British political leaders that, as in 
many other cases, the problem of Palestine after the war 
will be very different from what it was in the inter-war 
years, and that only calamity will ensue from the attitude 
of mind which thinks that when the peace comes all that 
will be necessary will be to carry on with the Palestine 
problem where the outbreak of war interrupted it in 1939— 
yust as though nothing had changed. That way, and in what- 
ever sphere it 1s pursued in post-war politics, lies calamity 
unimagimed and unimaginable. Everything has changed, 
and the clock cannot be put back. Greatest of all these 
processes is the growing recognition that the world, for all 
Hs necessary national distinctions and departments, is 
mevitably a single political unit, an organic whole, no part 


<f which can suffer except to the detriment of all the others. 


We see political transformation at work on all hands 
-—in Britain in the social revolution which every day 
gathers momentum, and in the world in. such conferences 
as that at Bretton Woods, where the financial and economic 
imierdependence of 44 nations was accepted, and a new 
relationship between them established on the principle that 
we are our brother's keeper, as much for considerations of 
enlightened self-interest as on higher ethical grounds. In 
Palestine, too, the picture to-day is utterly, revolutionarily 
different from pre-war days. The situation has been 
radically altered, most of all, of course, by Palestine’s unique 

ition in the new world politics about which mankind is 

ginning to think more and more. Furthermore. a dozen 
new developments and problems have changed the situation 
and raised the idea of Jewish national rehabilitation from 
arguable politics to an aching need of the whole world. 
Among these is the clamour of vast numbers of homeless 
Jews for admission to the country promised them “ as of 
right and not on sufferance,” Jews who cannot, whatever 
facile optimism may pretend, return to the lands of their 
martyrdom. In the resurgence of Jewish Palestine, again, 
hes the only hope of ending the Jewish problem—by 
the simple method of revolutionising the Jewish status and 
utterly reconstructing the popular concept of the Jew that 
now so disastrously obtains. The builders of the new 
world cannot progress if the Jewish problem, with anti- 
Semitism and its now proven corruptive power in national 
and international affairs, is disregarded—unless they want to 
raise structure which “in collapse and fall from its own 

rent rottenness amidst even grater general di 

than has just befalien. 

Palestine, since the start of the war, has manifested as 
never before and in striking manner its very great signifi- 


cance in world affairs. No longer can its problems be 
treated on the mean level of a parochial squabble. Whether 
we like it or not, it is not even any longer a predominantly 
British-Jewish questidn, but a matter of profound world 
concern; and a world which has turned so momentously to 
wider conceptions of world relationships is not in the least 


-likely to forget that fact. In many quarters in this country 


sneers have been thrown at the two great American political 
parties which have alike declared for unrestricted Jewish 
immigration into Palestine. These almost identical pro- 
nouncements have been discounted by British writers on 
the ground that they were nothing more than meaningless 
electioneering to snare the Jewish vote. The idea is superficial 
and short-sighted. The vote-catching aspect of every plank 
in a political platform is invariably obvious. But often 
behind these party attitudes are reflections of movements 
and lines of general opinion which have far deeper 
significance, in this case of the interest which every country 
now deems it right and necessary to take in the affairs of 
the world as a whole. This cosmic change of outlook was 
forthrightly proclaimed by Mr. Roosevelt in his speech of- 
acceptance of the Presidential nomination. 
“ During the past few days I have been coming across the 
whole width of the continent, and as 1 was crossing the 
fertile lands and the wide plains and the Great Divide, I 


could not fail to think of the new relationship between the | 


people of our farms and cities and villages and the people 
of the rest of the world oversea—on the islands of the 
Pacific, in.the Far East, and in the other Americas, in 
Britain and Normandy and Germany and Poland and 
Russia itself. For Oklahoma and California are becoming 
a part of all these distant spots as greatly as Massachusetts 
and Virginia were a part of the European picture in 1776 
(our italics). To-day, Oklahoma and California are being 
defended in Normandy and Saipan—agd they must be 
defended there, for what happens in Normandy and Saipan 
vidally affects the security and well-being of Oklahoma and 
California.” 

Mr. Roosevelt's election is assured. With Britain, Russia, 
and the rest of the 44 nations who have just been drawing 
up, the lines of co-operation in other vital spheres, he will 
be there to give this changed world-relationship effect. Is 
it seriously to be believed that Palestine, geographically and 
politically involved as that country is, can be withdrawn 
from this forward-looking policy, or that the great tide of its 
progress which has unmistakably set in can “be swept back 
by the primitive obstructionism of a little bunch of local 
Arabs? The modern Mrs. Partingtons who think that it can 
are living in a dream world which will collapse at the first 
touch of reality. They had better think again! 


TOO LATE! TOO LATE! 


THe recapture of Lublin by the Russian Army awakens sad 
memories. It was in this city that Nazi plans for compre- 
hensive Jewish slaughter first became grimly manifest. The 
city was chosen as the centre of a sort of Jewish reservation, 
in which the Jews of Poland were to be herded and segregated. 
Jews of other countries were brought in, and in a little while 
there ensued the acts of wholesale extermination which 
converted the Lublin area into a vast Jewish graveyard. This 
was followed by its conversion into a German settlement— 
fertilised by Jewish blood. There was not a dissenting voice 
from the colonists who were to benefit by the scheme, or by 
the German Generals, or, indeed, by any of the much 
advertised “decent” Germans in their homeland. Lublin 
will for ever stand as a symbol of the greatest and ghast- 
lest tragedy that has overtaken the Jewish people in even 
its long and bloodstained history; and all nations will. if 
conscience, nationa] or individual, still survives this naked 
savagery, point to it as a mark of indelible human shame. and 
a deathless warning against similar barbarous relapses in the 
future. Jews, at any rate, can never entirely forget, even if in 
the far-distant years another generation may pardon. There 
are some things too deep for tears, too horrible for oblivion. 
The Russians, as they entered Lublin, found a Jew-less city. 
The cleansing breeze of liberty they brought with them will 
not be for the hapless victims of the Nazis. Too late, alas, 
many, many months too late! But the Jews of every other 
country can at least make up their minds, and firmly resolve 
that, so far as may be in their power, the fate of Lublin 
Jewry, done to death without even the dignity of dying as 


- members of a respected and belligerent nation, will never again 
overtake a Jewish community. And to that end the re-estab-. 


lishment of the Jewish people as a sovereign unit in its own 


homeland, with a voice in the Council of Nations. will be 


a step to be increasingly pressed and never desisted from. 


HITLER DE-BAGGED ! 


Tue “attempt” on Hitler's life has awakened tremendous 


optimism and endless guessing as to the how and the why 
of it. But so far it has led to no piercing of the carefully 
contrived fog with which the Nazi censorship and propaganda 
has surrounded it. Probably the most plausible explanation 
of the actual fracas which transpired was that the whole affair 
was a quarrel which’ flared up unexpectedly and violently 
between the Generals and the party bosseS> Tempers got 
beyond control, guns were drawn, and a “ free-for-all” 
threatened to develop. In the commotion, the samé man who 
ran away crying when the first shot was fired in the miserable 
Munich putsch, skunk-like leaving his confederates to face the 
music, this time bolted under the table in tears and, according 
to reports, minus his nether garments, of which some angry 


General had deprived him as a means Of preventing his - 


escape with any dignity. This hilarious version reflects, of 
course, only the immediate significance of the row in which 
some Huns were killed and others wounded—no doubt with the 
help of the Praetorian guard at the doors—and the glorious 
Fiihrer was de-bagged. The subsequent use to which the events 
were put, or the effects of them upon a nation boiling up for a 


crisis of the first magnitude, is of course an entirely different 


matter. 


LIARS IN A BIG WAY 


GoeRBeLs promptly elaborated the story of an attempted 
assassination from which Hitler was delivered by Providence. 
His broadcast on Wednesday, by which time he had thought up 
a few more details, seemed to confirm the version here given. In 
any case, the butcher Himmler, of all persons in the world, was 
recently conjuring his countrymen to abjure gloom and to culti- 
vate the, for a German, difficult faculty of humour. So there is no 
reason why other people should not extract the very legitimate 
fun which an incident revealing the undignified thuggery of the 
German rulers provides—extracgt it, enjoy it, and then get on 
with the war. As the Prime Minister, with characteristic sly 
humour, told the troops in Normandy, if the Germans want to 
shoot one another I can’t help it. It is all just another reminder 
—jf one were needed after the infamous June 30 blood-bath—of 
what a thoroughly low and commonplace hooligan your Jew- 
baiting Nazi—or Fascist, or Mosleyite, or Silvershirt, or 
Malanite—really is. The Anti-Semitic International is manned 
by human trash. | 


WAR CRIMINALS—ANOTHER 1919 FARCE ? 


A Great deal is heard, and rightly so, of the retribution that 
awaits the German atrocity-mongers when they are caught, 
but next to nothing, apart from the criminals listed by Russia, 
about any practical steps being taken to identify and- tabulate 
the miscreants or to establish efficient and swift machinery for 
post-war use. In this connection, a recent article on the 
subject by Mr. Alfred Wagg in the Datry Mar is disquieting. 
He reminds us that the War Crimes Commission which was 
established to get at these facts was first suggested three years 
ago, but was appointed only after a year’s delay. He states 
further, by way of showing the half-hearted rate of progress, 
that it met for the first time last November and did not begin 
work until January last. Worse still, he shows that the Com- 
mission started under a disabling handicap which promises to 


-prove fatal. The rulings of the 1907 Hague Convention were 
to be applied, which not only defined the specific crimes to be 


dealt with but laid it down that only citizens.of protesting 
nations have the right of legal recourse. Thus, if a British 
citizen should be maltreated in France, this country could 
protest to the Commission, .but if a million Frenchmen were 
massacred in France, she would be out of court in the matter. 
Only the French Government, and possibly only the Govern- 
ment at the time of the offence or its direct representative, could 
take action. And if the victims had been deprived of French 
citizenship by a Vichy decree, then no one could protest, and the 
war criminals would go scot-free. Or, to take another example, 
if a German Jew living in Berlin should be murdered, the Com- 
mission would be powerless to act; that is the exclusive right of 
the German Government. The Nazis promptly spotted these 
loopholes. All they had to do was to deprive Jews and other 
minorities of their citizenship, and to compel their satellites to 
do likewise—and this they proceeded to do. The result of it 
all 1s that the activities of the Commission, from the outset, 
have been largely sterilised. Clearly, some explanation oi 
the position is called-for, together with the examination of the 
suggestion mentioned by Mr. Wagg that the Allied Govern- 
ments should instruct the Commission to investigate all. war 
crimes, whether against stateless persons, residents of non- 
protesting nations, or even, Mr. Wagg holds, against German 
citizens themselves. That would, at any rate, be common 
sense out of which even the Nazi tricksters would find it 
difficult to wriggle. 


IF EVERY JEW WERE A SAINT... 


IN the course of a letter to Alderman Mrs.Sarah Laski—quoted 
in this issue-—Canon Peter Green, the highly and justly esteemed 
Manchester cleric, recounts two stories, of a woman and a 
man, both of them irredeemable anti-Semites and both of whom 
had received great kindness at the hands of Jewish neighbours. 
One of these, a lady, was extremely grateful to the particular 
daughter of Israel who had so selflessly aided her in her hour 
of need, but immediately stressed that her good feelings were 
not extended to any other Jews. “ You mustn't think,” she 
told the Canon, “ that all Jews are like that.” She was asked 
whether she would not do better to talk more of the one Jew 
she knew and less of the miany she knew nothing about; but 
the question had no effect. The second of the twain also, 
admitted that the only Jew he knew was a man who had been 
a benefactor to him. No qeestion was put to him—"“ it would 
have done no good,” sadly and wisely reflects Canon Green. 
It comes to this, therefore, that when a Jew “ behaves ™ well 
and even nobly, the rest of the Jews are specifically excluded 
from sharing in the credit; but if he misbehaves, then the whole 
Jewish people must share responsibility for his offence. Of 
such is anti-Jewish malice, or, at the very least, anti-Jewish 
perversity. But what becomes, then, of the silly notion that. 
Jews have only to conduct themselves irreproachably in order 
to banish anti-Semitism to limbo? No one, of course, would 
say that the Jew is not to do so, for the sake of his own 
self-respect and all that he owes to his unique religious 
inheritance. But to confuse this with some sort of panacea. 
for the prevalent amti-Semitic ill is to ignore the deep-seated 
character of this mischief and the various other factors that 
contribute to its longevity, as well as to put Jewish “defence ” 
on the wrong scent. How demoralising the anti-Jewish obses- 
sion can be and to what vicious depravity it can drive an 
otherwise inoffensive being was seen in the law case in which 
a woman, sentenced for treason, was told by the Judge that 
she owed her downfall entirely to her anti-Semitism. This 
effect is sickeningly evidenced, also, in the action of a woman 
who, too cowardly to sign her name, addressed a letter to a 
Jewish mother recently bereaved of her soldier son, ridiculing 
the official announcement that he had died while attempting to 
escape from the enemy. As a terrible revelation of the depths 
of anti-Semitic foulness and as an example to those who might 
be meekly submitting to this progressive disease, we reprint ¢lse- 
where in this issue the nauseating communication.

REPORTED DEATH OF AIME 
PALLIERE 


A correspondent writes: 

News has just been feceived in this country, va 
America, of the death im a German concentration 
camp of Aimé Pallitre. It is lows to the wedly 
attenuated forcet of French Judawm that deserves 
more than bare record: for he was one of the most 
remarkable figures in Jewish life in owr day Born 
in 1879. a Catholic and educated fur the priesthood 
he beceme interested in Jewtsh fell 
under the mfluence of Rabbi Elijah Benamozegh. of 
Leghorn, the lest Malian exponent of that aspect of 
Judaiom. He bhectme more and more mtcreved, 
edited bis master’s remarkable work, “ lerac! and 
Humanity,” became a valiant fighter agamet anti- 
Semitiom and advocate of Zionism. and in the end 
declared hes allegiance to Judaian. He then became 
Minister of the Liberal Jewish Synagogue in Paris, 
he «wong back from extreme reform, remfro- 
ducing Jewrsh tradnional rites and symbols (inclod- 
ng, | think, the Sefer Torah), and giving H a new 
approach to the quccdion of Palestine.. His 
mography, “ The Unknown Senctuar which grves 
a moving account of this spiritual 
odyssey of hes, has been translated into Enigtish. 
May his reward be perfect from the Lord God of 
umier Whose wings he came to trust!

REFUGEES FROM SPAIN 
Violent Attack On U.S.A. Ambassador 


Over 10.000 refugees have been evacuated from 
Spain this year, an official of the United States 
Department disclosed in Washington. 

¢ majority are stateless refugees, principally 
Jews, who sought temporary refuge in Spain and 
were cared for by private American relicl organi- 
sations co-operating with the Spanish Government. 

Many hundreds of refugees from Spain have 
reached the United States and other American 
Republics. 

‘Grave accusations have been made against Mr. 
Carlton by Hayes, United States Ambassador to 

ain, t New York Congressman Emanuel 
arog in a statement to the press, reports the Jewish 
Telegraphic Agency. Mr. Celler alleged that the 
Ambassador had o structed the rescue activities of 
the War Refugée Board, and that he had refused to 
transmit to an American relicf organisation in 
Spain a licence issued by the Treasury Depariment, 
with the approval of the State Department, to carry 
on relief and evacuation work among oe 
there. 

Mr. Celler is further reported to. have said that 
Ambassador Haycs had not tried to obtain the 
co-operation of the Spanish Government in carrying 
out the palicy of the Président as announced m 
the directive setting oy War Refugee Board. 

Further.charges by Mr. Celler are that Mr. Hayes 
had refused to present to Spain, for its considera- 
tion, any plan to facilitate the evacuation of refugees 
into and through Spain, and that the War Refugee 
Board had been thwarted by Mr. Hayes’ refusal to 
permit a full-time representative of the Board to be 
stationed in Spain, though representatives had been 
posted to other countries,

A LETTER FROM “ SHANGRI-LA ” 


Your readers may be interested in the following cttract 
from a letter which I received from a cousin who ten years 
ago emigrated from Berlin to a country the mame of which 
it is not advisable to mention: “. .. Among a population of 
some twenty million there are some twenty thousand Jews 
who. sccording to euthentic records, scttled here in the Sth 
century. They are a badly organised community. have few 
educated people among them. and no Jewish No 
Jewish child ever won a scholarship. A rich Jew is unknown. 
There is not a single Jewish banker. landlord, manufacturer, 
exporter, or wholesaler. All are hard-working men and 
women, making a living by the sweat of their brows. It 
would be astonishing to find a lew owning a motor car or 
to see a Jew emartly dressed, or a Jewess in silks and furs. 
Jewish participation in the press consists of a large number 
of Jewish newspaper boys. and their part in the theatre is 
limited to a few hundred Jewish scene-shifters and usherettes. 
Though they enioy full civic and political liberty, there is 
not a single Jew employed in any of the municipal or 
government, offices, and the very idca of a Jewish MP. 
would sound an absurdity Strange as Ht may scem, they 
have only produced one doctor of medicine and two 
solicitors. Zionism was banned by the Rabbis when Herzi 
came on the scence. and the ban.is to continue for another 3D 
years. They all are convinced that they are only Aborigines 
of the Jewish persuasion For three or four gencrations 
not a sinele Jew has been charecd for any minor or major 
offence They are riehtly proud of their record. and often 
are they referred to by government departments and icadcrs 
of the church as ‘ Perfectionites.” because of their absolutcly 
perfect manners and behaviowr. Some time ago there was 
a little murmuring about Jewish women being at the top 
of shopping qucucs. but this was immediately remedied when 
Jewish husbands and fathers gave a written undertaking that 
no wife oc dawehter would be allowed to get up before 
am Yet despite all this a oumber of obviously 
inspired anti-Jewish articles lately appeared in the press 
éalling for a curtailment of Jewish rights. A new party, the

tention is that by their perfect behaviour Jews are putting 
100 efeat a moral strain upon the rest of the population, who 
ate beeinaing to show signs of an inferiority compicr. So 
vociferous has this party become that Rabbis (they all look 
exact like Christian divincs), supported by benien and dear 
old Christian ladies and gcntlemen. are actually advising

PROBLEMS OF MIXED MARRIAGE 


tf am surprised that none of the ministers and social 
workers who read THe Jewrsn have queried the 
implications which arise out of the proceedings of the annwva!l 
general meeting of the Initiation Society, reported in your 
issue of July 7 Three speakers discussed the question of 
the circumcision ‘of the sons of non-Jewish mothers, and 
speaking as a member of the Bcth Din, Dayan Lazarus made 
it clear that Jewish law did not permit a mohe!l to circumcise 
euch «a thild and did mot regard the circumcision, if 
performed, as admitting the child as a Jew. These warnings, 
« is reasonably safe to assume, indicate an increase in the 
aumber of what are generally known as “‘ mixed marriages,” 
the partics to which desire their children to be brought up 
as members of the Jewish fanh The aguecstion of intcr- 
marriaee has always been one of some importance: it has 
been aegravated by the war. and the Jewish community ts 
emitied to know what its pastors mean by such terms as 
marriage “ out of the faith “ and “ non-Jewess.” Particu- 
larly is tt desirable to know the application of these terms 
where conerceations not acknowledging the Orthodox 
ecclesiastical authorities are concerned Discussion of these 
matters may conveniently be divided into two parts First 
there is the interpretation of our religious law.

and file of the people, thus creating an impression 
of being inaccessible and most isolated. 


AUTHORITY ON ARABIC 


The times have caused the widespread dispersal 
on war service of many of the young people who in 
normal days would no doubt be coming to the fore 
m communal service, but occasionally I hear 
imtegesting news of some of them. I have just had 
a note, for instance, about a prominent young 
Zionst of London, Aubrey Eban. Before the war 
he was a lecturer at Cambridge University, in 
Arabic and Oriental Studies, and his knowledge and 
abilities are now being made full use of in the 
Middle East. He is a Major ‘in the Army and is 
now Vice-Principal of the new Middle East Centre 
of Arab Studies set up in Palestine by the Colonial 
Office for the purpose of training British officials 
in Arab countries in language, customs. legislation, 
and so on. The Principal of the Centre is Colonel 
Bertram Thomas, the famous explorer of the 
Arabian desert.

JEW-HATRED BEDEVILLED 


The Devil and the Jews. By Josuus Teacnren- 
puRG. Yale University Press (London, Humphrey 
Milford), $3.50. 23s. 6d.

Rabbi Joshua Trachtenburg, of Easton, Penn- 
sylvania, is not the first person who has been puzzled 
by the illogical and unreasoning nature of modern 
anti-Semitism. But he is the first who has systemati- 
cally tried, in this impressive and fascinating work, 
to find its analogies in medieval history and thought. 
with results which if not convincing are remarkably 
suggestive. 

In the Middle Ages. there was a story that a Jewish horde 
was hidden in the East awaiting the signal that anti< brit 
had come and Christendom was to be destroyed When 
Chartes V. sailed against Algicrs, bis cxapedition was thought 
to have been frustrated by a Jewish magician who reieed a 
sorm by his supernatural arts. In comjunction with the 
lepers, they were belicewed to have poisoned the welle in 
France in the 14th cefitury and to heve epread the Black 
Death in Germany in 1348. These were oot oreere anti- 
social acts, or the results of a mistaken manner of regarding 
the truth. They were rather (and the poreecnt 
writer may claim the credit for having first made the 
suggestion) as the actions of a people who had defi>eraicty 
biinded themecives to the truth and were in icague with the 
Devil, whom alone. in fact. they adored, tw destroy 
Christendom and nullify the Divine inflwence m the world 
This ie the poiat of view that Rabbi Trachtcnbure develom 
in a series of truly absorbing chapters. He shows how the 
Jews were suspected of having the physical characteristics 
usually associated with the Devil m the medieval mind 
thence the old legend of their having tails, which survives

INDIA 


‘India in Outline. By Lapy Hartoo. Cambridge 
University Press, 6s.

To describe in little more than a hundred pages 
the history, social political developments, 
religions and customs, and probable future trends 
of a sub-continent containing a fifth of the popula- 
tion of the globe might well be deemed beyond 
human ability. If, therefore, Lady Hartog, in “ India 
in Outline ” has failed, that is only to say that she 
has not achieved the umpossible. 

Nevertheless the book contains «4 mine of information 
on the subject and should enable those who lack the time 
or inclination to wade through weightier tomes to acquire 
sufficient knowledge to discuss the country’s probicms 
intelligently. 

In so brief a summary omissions are unavoidabic. and 
they tend to some cxtent to distort. be general picture. 
Obviously, Lady Hartog had not the space to deal adcquatcly 
with the two ercat religions of India, Hinduism and Islam, 
so that the reader is likely to draw the conclusion that 
communal tension in that country is based solely on the 
incompatibility of political aime—a view which few of those 
who have lived in India would share. Also, she shows a 
tendency to gloss over those pages of our. history in india 
of which we have little reason to be proud (Warren Hanings. 
for imstance, was impeached because of “spite and 
jealousy and one might tmfer that Indian hostiliky w

CAREERS ADVICE 


The suggestions continue to multiply for the 
betterment of educational opportunitxs. Now 
proposals to make public schools accessibie to al! 
children irrespective of wealth or social position arc 
outlined in the Report of the Fleming Commitice 
issued thls week (H.M. Stationery Office, Is. 6d.). 
The Commuttee was appointed by Mr. R. A. Butler. 
President of the Board of Education, in July, 1942. 
under the chairmanship of Lord Fleming. Senator 
of the College of Justice in Scotland, “to consider 
means whereby the association between the public 
schoots and the general educational sysiem of the 
country could be developed and extended : also to 
consider how far any measures recommended in the 
case Of boys public schools could be applied to 
comparable schools for girls.” 

Uader the terms of reference the phrase “cublic schools” 
is defined as meaning schools in membership of the Head- 
masters’ Conference and the Governing Bodies’ Association. 
it includes, therefore, a sumber of day grammar school. 
The maim objective of the Committee «5 that the opportunities 
of education im all independent and direct grant schools not 
conducted for private profit should be made available to ail 
boys and girls capable of profiting from them, irrespective 
of the parents’ mecome. To secure this they recommend a 
system af “associafion™ between the public schoots and the 
public system of education Two schemes, A and ®, are 
proposed - Scheme A would apply to both day and boarding 
shoots, at which tuition fees would either be abotuhed or 
would be graded according to a national income jpcale or 
sales, the whole or part of the tunion fee being remitied 
where ‘necessary. according to the parents’ means. -There 
would be no entrance examination. All the pupils would be 
selected after consideration of their parents’ wishes and their 
own school records, together with the reports of the head- 
masters or headmistresses responsible. for their previous 
education. Scheme B would apply to boarding schools only 
Schools accepted under the scheme would offer, to begic 
with, « minimum of 25 pér cent of their annual admissions 
to pupils who were, or had been for two years, in attendance 
at grant-aided primary schools, ic., the present elementary 
schools. Pupils chosen to fill these vacancies would normally 
be awarded burstries. for which there would be no com- 
petitive cxamimation. Parents would be free to app!» for 
any pabiic schoot in the country which had been accepted 
for the scheme. or for more than one, stating on order o' 
preference. Successful candidates would bc subject to fma! 
acceptance by the heads of the schools for which they had 
been recommended 

Bursaries would be awarded at the ages of |! and 1} 
Pupils at 13 would enter the public schools direct ; at I! 
they would enter the preparatory department of a publ 
schoo! or an approved. preparatory schoo.

Jewish Cookery 
TO SALT RUNNER. BEANS 


Do save some of your home-gown French or 
runner beans and preserve them for winter use 
The beans must be young, fresh, and tender, and 
see that they are dry and clean 

The simplest way to preserve them is to salt them 
You will require stoneware jars or 4 large crock o: 
glass jars. 


Glazed earthenware is not suitable, the 


salt 


affects the glaze and makes the vessel porous 


For 3 tb. beans | Ib. salt will be required. Onc 
of the chief causes of failure is using too little sa‘: 

String the beans and leave whole, of if very long 
break into 2 or 3 pieces. 

Put a good layer of salt in the bottom of a large 
jar, then a layer of beans, and fill the jar wih 
alternate layers of salt and beans, pressing the beans 
down well so that there ss no danger of air pockei. 
Finish with a good layer of salt and tic down wii! 
several layers of thick paper. 

The beans will sink a little; so aficr a few days 
more can be added. always taking care to finish off 
with a good layer of sak. Retic. cover, and’ store in 
a cool piace. 

Moisture will be released from the beans, bur 
that does not matter as long as they have been we!! 
covered with salt. 


Teo eae. Wash beans in several waters to [ree 
from salt and soak for a couple of hours. Cook in 
boiling water till tender and serve in the same way 
as fresh runner beans. 


N.B.—If the beans are soaked for longer than 
2 hours they will become tough. Some pcopic 
prefer not to soak them at all, bul to simply rinse 
them several times in warm. water. 


Bottled Mint Sauce 


Take enough mint leaves to fill a breakfasicup 
when well pressed down; 4 pint of vinegar; 4 ib 
of sugar. 

Pick the leaves over and take out those that are 
coarse or brown at the edges. 

Put them into a colander and pour a little Dorling 
water over them. Dry well on a clean cloth the 
chop finely. 

Pack the chopped mint immediately into sma!! 
bottles. 

Bring the vinegar to the boil with the sugar, bo: 
for. 5 minutes, then allow it to get quite cold. Po: 
enough sweetened vinegar mio each bottle to 
saturate the mint with a little over the top deneat® 
the cork. -Seal well 

When ready to use it can be diluted with a letle 
boilink water and vinegar

HEROES 
By AUNTIE 


iS Shabbat, Av 9, is the anniversary of the 

Fali of both Temples (but the fast is not Kept 

until Sunday). tre are some great Jewish 
heroes whose names we mention on this day in 
memory of their heroism. 

First of all, I should ike to mention Jochanan ben 
Zakkai.. Powerful Rome was now master of Judea, 
and had laid siege to Jerusalem, bui owing to the 
foresight of Rabbi Jochanan Judaism was not at 
anend, He foresaw that Rome would be victorious 
and that none would be able to leave the Holy City 
during the siege. He wanted to get away to start 
icaching the people in other places. It was a 
dificult job to escape, but legend tells us that the 
Rabbi placed himself in a coffin and his students 
carried. him to the city gate. There. the senitries 
atlowed the “funeral” procession to pass safely. 
Then Rabbi Jochanan went to the Roman General 
Vespasian and begged to be allowed to go to Jabneh 
to teach. Permission was given, and a new school 
was successfully established and traditional Judaism 
continued to be taught. 

Rabbi Akiba is so well known that all kinds of 
stomes and legends are told about him. He, too, 
hved m the time of the Roman mvasion and he 
was among the Jews who were arrested and suffered 
a martyrs deatin When he was in prison, the gaoler 
notwed that Akiba had a laree vessel of water. He 
refused to tet the aged Rabbi use the water. and 
threw away the greater part. But the Rabbi insisted 
on wsng part of the water to wash, although he 
was and thirstg, saying, “ They who neglect 
to wash thew hands are judged worthy of death. It 
is betier that I should die of thirst than act against 
the Torah.” 

Another hero was Rabbi Judah ben Baba. During

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the troublows times in Jerusalem. Rabbi Judah fled 


to the mountams and there gathered round him a 
band of pupils, whom he taught to become Rabbis. 
although i was forbidden by the Romans. Roman 
spies found out where they were hidden. AS soon 
as Rabb: Judah saw they had been discovered, he 
said to tus pupils, “ Run away, my children, leave 
me.” The young men, however, refused. but, alas, 
Rabbi Judah was killed. Many of the students. 
mcluding one named Rabbi Meir. who was also a 
pupt! of Rabbi Akiba, escaped, and Rabbi Mew later 
tounded a school which was known as the Meir 
Academy. 

My last hero to-day is Rabbi Meir. of Rothen- 
berg, who lived in the 13th century. The condition 
of the Jews m Germany at that period was unbear- 
able and many fled to different countries. The 
Germans tried to capture the aged Rabbi, who 
reached a city in the mountains of Lombardy. 
Unfortunately, he was recognised and betrayed. and 
Was sent fo prison. ransom was demanded. 
which he refused to allow the Jews to pay for him. 
and he spent seven long weary years in prison, dying 
m 1293. One of his most famous poems, written 
on the public burning of Hebrew books in Paris 
in 1244, when 24 wagonloads were casi into the 
flames. is read in Shool on Tisha b’'Avy. Which 
reminds me—do you Know that the dirges specially 
recited on that day are called “ Kinot “ m Hebrew”?

Reparations for 


the Children 


. Ovwr contributor suggests 
the first consideration for 
post-war reconstruction 


je first consideration of any body set up after 
he war to determine the bringing of order into 

the world chaos must be the claims of the 
children. This war has fallen heaviesf on the 
children. For seven years now the children of 
China have had to endure untold horrors and 
deprivations, and for five years the children of 
Europe and of North Africa have also been savaged 
by a war which has made of them its chief victims. 
‘Jewish ‘children suffered long before the actual out- 
break of the European war as an objective of a 

sadistic and brutal enemy, 

The question of making amends to thé little 
children must not be left as a secondary considera- 
ion or &@ mere part of the general reorganisation. 
On the contrary, it must be accepted that theirs is 
a priority claim and that in attempting to restore 
the sanctity of childhood the human race is bui 
pertorming an elementary precaution for survival. 


After the last war the plight of children throughout. 


a great area of Europe wi deplorable (although 
by comparison with their fate in this war We are 
apt to overlook that fact). And from the children 
who survived the last war, maimed in body and 
soul, has come the central core of depravity and 
evil that has helped to make the present war possible 
and has made its course the blackest and most 
shameful chapter in the whole history of the human 
race. 

It has long been postulated by psychologists that 
a happy childhood is not a luxury but is an essential 
for development into a sane, normal, co-operative 
citizen. The very attribute of patriotism,-which is 
one of the noblest in mankind, and which need in 
no way ever disturb the peace of the world unless 
it is perverted at source, is bound up with every 
man’s and every woman's earliest recollections of 
that home which is the microcosm of the. nation. 
And the history of the world is full of cxarmples of 
unfortunate men and women whose carly life has 
been unhappy and whote later influence has been 
evil. It is not mere objective justice nor the claim 
of conscience that makes this question of restoring 
happiness and security to the children so vitally 
important, and its neglect so horribly dangerous 
for mankind. 


What Are The First Steps ? 


How will this great task be initiated, and what 
will be the firsi steps towards making amends.to the 
children whom mankind has universally betrayed? 
In the present war, children everywhere have 
formed a large proportion of the casualties. That 
musi never again be permitted im a civilised world. 
Fear is, as Napoleon observed, common to dll men, 
and as much to the smallest dfummer boy in the 
Imperial army as to its august leader. But fear. 
while it can be, and often is, controlled and 
overcome by adults, overwhelms young children, 
and, moreover, can permanently damage their 
personalities. 

Again, childhood should be a time of relaxation 
and happiness, in which the parents and teachers 
join. Now for many years most children have 
known their elders worried and preoccupied, even 
when they were not experienceing actual fear of 
imminent danger. So the aim of those whose 
business it will presently be to make amends to the 
children must be to ensure both happiness ahd 
security for all children. The simple pleasures of 
childhood, for instance, picnics, treats, seaside 
holidays, and a sufficiency of the sweets which 

many modern doctors think essential for growth and 
development should once more be available for 
every child everywhere. Toys, too, which are far 
more significant to the child than ts dreamt of in 
the philosophy of those who design or sell them, 
must be made immediately available, and by their

MORE CANADIAN JEWISH 
CHAPLAINS 


Two more Rabbis have been appointed to the 
full-trme Canadian chaplaincy service, bringing the 
total number to seven. They are Rabbi Hyman 
Govantman, of Oshawa, and Rabbi Aaron David 
Monson, of Toronto. They have the honorary 
rank of captain and are stationed in Ontario. . 

Rabbi Govantman is a native of Russia, and was 
educated at the University of Baltimore (class of 
35) and the Rabbi Isaac Rabbinical Seminary of 
New York, where he was ordained in 1939. He 
occupied the pulpit of the Hebrew Congregation of 
Salisbury, Md., until early in 1942, when he answered 
the call of the Jewish community of Oshawa. 

Rabbi Monson ~was born in Ottawa .twenty-cight 
years ago and graduated from the Lisgar Institute 
and the Rabbi Isaac Rabbinical Seminary. He has 
occupied the pulpit of the Shaar Hashomayim 
Congregation in Toronto for the past five years. In 
1942 he was appointed part-time chaplain to the 
Jewish men in Military District No. 2. A young 
brother, Juair Monson, is serving in the Air Force 
in England, and a brother-in- law 1S Serving im the 
Medical Corps in Italy.

attraction and diversity help. to mould the minds and 
the imaginations of the children. 

Is all this impossible of realisation? It need not 
be. If the men and women who are set the 
stupendous task of restoring peace and order put 
first things first, they will immediately perceive the 
urgency of the children’s case and take the necessary 
measures to redress the wrongs that have culminated 
in the crime of the present war. They will,. by 
means of a more equitable distribution of the world’s 
bounty, sce that every child, whatever its. station, 
gcts that fundamental share which is essential for 
normal human growth. 

Irue democratic principles, derived from and 
inspired by the prophetic writings of the Old 
Testament, can best be put into operation in the 
world by the me‘=:2 of first making them work 
among the children of mankind. Children have 
naturally no class imhibitions and no conscious 
realisation of differences between themselves and 
other children. They make friends, if they are 
permitted to do so, wkhout the slightest worry about 
Worldly or material advantage. And if as a measure 
of reparation a real system of children’s social 
equality were to be set up, not only would a great 
and overdue act of justice be done to countless 
millions of child sufferers; but the new era for 
mankind would thereby be appreciably nearer 
reahsation.
